S.R.O. 215,—In exercise of the power conferred by the 
proviso to aiticle 309 of the Constitution and in supei' 
session of the Army Medical Corps (Civilian Class III and

force from the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2 Application.—-These rules shiill apply to the posts spe¬ 
cified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these niles. 

3. Number of Posts, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of the said posts, their classification and the scales 
of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 
to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other quallficn- 
tioiis etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifica¬ 


tions and other matters connected therewith shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to 13 of the aforesaid Schedule. 

5. Disqualifications.—No person,_ 

(n) Who has entered into or contracted u marriagi; with 
a person Irpving a .spouse living, or 

(b) Who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
cuntmeted a marriage with any pcixon, shall be 
eligible for appointment to any of the said post' 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the persona] law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the 
marriage and that theie aie other grbimds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is ncccssaiy or expedient so to do, it may 
by order, oud for icasons to be recorded in witing, rcldx 
any ol the provisions of these a'ulcs with respect of anv 
class or category of pcisons, 

7. Saving.—Nothing in those rules shall died reserva¬ 
tions. exarmnation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be piovided_ for the Schedule Custes, the Scheduled 
lubes, Ex-Scrviccmen and other special categoiics of per¬ 
sons in accordance with orders issued by the Central Oov- 
ernment from time to time in this regard.
